A prominent U.S. News obser- 
ver, Joseph Fromm, who has speut 
three years traveling over the 
globe, returned recently with a pri- 
vate report for his publishers which 
they released in the March 25th 
issue of U.S. News. This provides 
a sharp clear analysis of many sub- 
jects of international interest that 
have been by-passed or twisted to 
meet the current propaganda line. 
Here are the high points of his ob- 
servations: When the war ended 
America’s prestige was high, for 
the people everywhere had taken 
the Churehill-Roosevelt war aims 
seriously and regarded America as 
the champion of the nationalist 
freedom movement. But when the 
war was over and America began 
to support the Dutch in their effort 
to reclaim Indonesia and failed to 
auld the people who were trying to 
break their old bondages, the let 
down was terrific. Now America’s 
approach to world problems is re- 
garded as out-of-date in the Far 
Kast because we appear to think we 
can solve problems in terms of dol- 
lars and materials, regarding the 
people as chess pawns, instead of as 
human beings, — and beeause we 
are on the side of the status quo 
in the face of a great mass revolu- 
tionary change that is taking place. 

By contrast, the Communists are 
always on the side of the national- 
ist movements. In Tndonesia the 
Communist line is “The Americans 
have betrayed us. The Russians 
have agreed to trade with us so you 
can see who our friends are.” Mr. 
Fromm reports that the people of 
Asia do not want the Russians to 
rule them and that the Russians 
mre making no effort to do so. The

HE LESSON: The collapse of China should teach us a tremendous 

lesson. Why did our Government refuse to further aid the Nation- 
alists Nanking Government? It was because we finally realized that the 
Chinese were hopelessly divided, the Nanking Goverume>t was hopelessly 
weighted down with selfishness and corruption, and that we would be 
simply helping one set of Chinese slaughter other Chinese. We would 
not be fighting Russians but Chinese. That would unite all China against 
us and they would hate us forever. So far the world Commamist plotters 
have been too smart for us; they have gotten us side-tracked into con- 
centrating our resources on fighting the Russians while the world com- 
munism — Russian and otherwise — concentrates on stirring up revo- 
lution wherever there is hunger, desperation and despair. They’ve donc it 
in several places already, including great China. It is right to keep 
America strong. We do not advocate pacifism, but we do advocate a great 
awakening to the true nature of the world Communist plot. A war with 
Russia with its inevitable world-wide poverty and chaos will only further 
that plot. The only weapons that can meet communism are weapons that 
can cure hunger, desperation and despair, — paramount among such 
weapons is Christian truth which makes men share, makes them just and 
brotherly. The great fact of the hour is that. communism only spreads 
where Christianity has not really been tried or where the chureh has 
become the bulwark of theological formalism and economic and political 
feudalism. Will we learn this lesson in time ¢

The authoritative U.S. News and 
World Report recently ran a three page summary from its foreign ob 
servers which emphatically stated that there were no indications that 
the Russian leaders want war or are preparing for war.

to cover the fact that the old Empire was breaking up. There will soon 
be little more left of the “Commonwealth” but England, Canada, New 
Zealand and Australia, — a fine and worthy association of peoples but 
as modern populations and world powers go — a mere handful. The 
great efforts to develop Africa as the new base of the British economic 
empire offers some hope — but it will not be an “Empire” in the old 
sense — for Africa too is seething with unrest. 

During the days of real imperialism, the white man’s dominance 
was accepted in a sort of stupor of fear and awe. But slowly the mystery 
of the white man’s power lost its awesomeness, — and then faded entirely. 
The guns and fleets were not a racial appendix belonging to the white 
man only. As the mystery faded, racial consciousness and nationalism 
was awakened. But the West tried to suppress the awakening instead of 
guiding it, while communism offered the Asiatics the method, the tool 
of liberation. If the white imperialist had not so long and so stupidly tried 
to smother the inevitable awakening, communism would have been a 
minor instead of a major issue. Failing their great opportunity to guide 
the birth of a new age, the old order marches haughtily and feebly on to 
the end like a final review of the old G. A. R. 


MERICA’S RELATIONSHIP to fading imperialism is almost as 

fateful as that of the empires themselves. Much of our top indus- 
trial and financial life has been so interlocked with imperialism that our 
diplomacy as it faces East has been as blind and blundering as the rest. 
By inexplicable lapses of intelligence and foresight, our UN delegates, 
for instance, have allowed themselves to be repeatedly out-maneuvered 
by the Russians in the Soviet’s successful effort to be the champions 
of the oppressed colored peoples.
